est, section of the city, to be devoted to 
public purposes. , -Tliis large section, 
worth many millions, of dollars, is to be 
transformed into a mall or plaxa. as a 
memorial to its soldiers and sailors who 
fell and foughf in the "World Avar. 


.Other cities are making expenditures 


for civic improvements, and in every in- 
stance where they'arc judiciously made, 
even though they run into large sums, 
they are for the benefit"of the people and 
in the end more than pay for themselves 
-in enhanced property valuations and in 
the livcablmoss they add to the com- 
munity. 


The mettle of a community is shown by 


the appearance of a city. 
"When people 


believe in their town they want it to pro- 
press, and. when they want it, to go ahead 
and improve they nre willing to spend 
money in large amounts.

1 have all 
due respect for germs and for 
various 
diseases 


which are communicable, yet I'd prefer to take my 
chances with any 
common 
drinking: cup, even 


though it were visibly dirty."than drink from the 
glass or eat from the spoon served at the- average 
soda fountain. 
A few fountains are equirved to 


give these wares a proper hot soap and water 
washing or at least a thorough scalding: when 
such cleaning is done no one need have any anxiety 
about using the ware. "Unfortunately such cleaning 
is not the rule, but the exception. 


Albeit the common drinking cup has acquired an 


ovil reputation, it has not earned its bad name. That 
is, there is no instance on record so far as I have 
ever discovered, of an epidemic of disease nor even 
of a single case of communicable disease which has 
been reasonably traced to the use of the common 
drinking cup. It is conceivable that a. person with 
some slight crack or abrasion of the lip or tongue 
might bo infected by disease germs which had been 
left on the rim of a drinking cup but a moment be- 
fore by some one who harbored the germs in his 
mouth. But if this has happened it has certainly 
been an excessively rare occurance. So rare, I main 
tain, that as a matter of fact one need not hesitate 
to take a good pull from the common drinking cup 
when nothing better is available. 
I should not 


hestitate to do so, and I have a wholesome respect 
for disease germs. But knowing something of their 
ways of life, I have no great fear of disease germs 
which have been subjected to exposure. 
A lit-tle 


daylight, even diffuse daylight without any direct 
sunlight, takes all the pep out of a germ; a little 
oxygen fairly flabbergasts the most virulent mic- 
robe. It seems a happy arrangement, how tho very 
things which give you and me greater health and 
vigor give our hordes of little microscopic enemies 
mal' de microbe. 


To my way of thinking, a draught from the com- 


monest drinking cup is no adventure at all as com- 
pared with occupying a position within the five 
foot barrage of an individual who purports to have 
a "slight cold." It would be much less dangerous', 
as it seems to -me, to drink after the roughest 
or most unwashed fellow than it is to be sprayed 
by the most elevating conversation of a refined but 
hvgienlcally ignorant person with an alleged "cold.'"

Bear Craeek—It was the favorable 


location 
as a 
logging center 
that 


caused the village of Bear Creek to be 
founded back in 1850 when Wisconsin1 
was mostly virgin forest, with Indian 
tribes occupying tho land at various 
points. 


Its transition sounds like that of 


many pioneering stories, however, for 
it went through the stages of an In- 
dian campsite, a logging area and a 
trading center. 
Now it is an import- 


ant business point for a rich farming 
community. 


Tart of the Wmnebago Indian tribe 


dwelt along the Embarrass river in 
the early days. 
Some occupied rude 


• hanties and the remainder lived in 
the typical wigwam. 
They were en- 


tirely uncivilized, 
the men spending 


their time hunting and fishing and the 
women doing the manual labor. Some 
corn and tobacco were planted each 
year. 


Their belief 
in the 
Great 
Spirit 


caused them to form some of the his- 
toric cemeteries where the Indian -is 
buried with gun, food, blankets and 
trinkets for his journey- to the Hap- 
py Hunting Ground. 


HYDE WAS FOUNDER 


In 1850 Welcome Hyde, who was en- 


gaged in the lumber business, began 
exploring the wild, unsurveyed tim- 
ber lands along the Embarrass river. 
JTe located a camp 
on the river for 


cutting of pine t'imber. A road 
was 


built with Bear Creek ab the north- 
ern extremity.

Sir. Hyde made his home at Apple- 


ton apd his residence was standing on

This pioneer lumberman was born 


in the state of Vermont in 1824, com-

"When he fiist 
started, his opeia-

The old Shawano Indian trail helped

MADE SUCCESS 


This struggle for a homo and busi- 


ness success was one that taxed the 
courage of the pioneer but he became

gan locating in this same region. They 
came from the east bringing very few 
possessions and haidly enough means 
to build homes. These early residents 
now are the gray-haired men of the 
village. The earliest arrivals included

families' of 
Murphy, McGinty,

French families settled east of the
